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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because applicant's remarks have been carefully 
considered by the examiner and are not deemed wholly convincing. More specifically: 

(1) With regard to the specification, the requirement for a substitute specification is hereby withdrawn. However, applicant is still 
required to correct the errors in English idiom, grammar and punctuation that exist in the specification. Please note that page 2 was cited 
only as an example of the awkward phraseology of the specification. For example, the first sentence of that page reads as follows: 

"However, when a page that is different from a page whose bank has been opened is to be accessed, since the page to which 
access is obtained has to be opened after the bank has been pre-charged, the bank can be accessed at a slower speed when compared 
to with a case where the bank has been closed." 

It is immediately clear that this sentence has errors in grammar, punctuation and English idiom. Correction is required. 

(2) With regard to the rejection under 35 USC 112, these rejections would be withdrawn if the amendment were entered. 

(3) With regard to the rejection under 35 USC 102, applicant's arguments do not appear to be commensurate in scope with the 
claimed invention. In particular, these arguments hinge on the assumption that "a routine" is something other than the requested memory 
access operation, as contemplated by the rejection. However, the claims contain no limitation, negative or otherwise, for the scope of the 
claimed "routine" to exclude the memory access itself. When one considers that the scope of "routine" may include the memory access 
operation, the cited prior art clearly teaches claims 1 and 1 1 . 

(4) With regard to the rejection under 35 USC 103, applicant's arguments appear to stand or fall entirely with the arguments directed to 
the rejection under 35 USC 102. 
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
